HE RUNS AHEAD 1,300 VOTES. 


Indications Point to the Election of 
Kern for Treasurer. 


NO TAMPERING WITH BALLOTS. 


Durant the ‘Only Republican City Commis- 
sioner Elected. 


THE SUMMARIES OF THE TOTAL VOTE. 


There is no doubt whatever that James H. 
Gilbert is elected Sheriff of Cook County over 
Frank Lawler. The majority will certainly 
exceed 1,300 and may reach 2,000. There is 
not much doubt that Charles Kern (Dem.) 
is elected Treas rer over Louis Hutt, although 
official figures may defeat Kern. 

The talk of an attempt to tamper with 
ballot-boxes is foolish and absurd. It gained 
a new impetus yesterday when rumors abput 
the desire of certain gamblers to protect 
themselves were putin circulation, but these 
when sifted down only showed that certain 
Democrats were possibly willing to alter the 
returns, but that there was an extremely slim 
chance of their doing so. 

These rumors had theirorigin in the fact 
that a certain lawyer, a friend of Frank 
Seales, met several Democrats friendly to 
Lawler ata certain place last Wednesday. 
The talk drifted to the possibilities of tamper- 
ing with ballot-boxes and poll-lists. The law- 
yer gave it as his opinion that it was danger- 
ous to toy with so sharp a buzz-saw and said: 
„Don't do it.“ 

This conversation was of a desultory charac- 
ter and made no particular impression upon 
the lawyer until he learned of Deputy City 
Clerk Van Cleave’s discoveries about the tabu- 
lation of returns in the Election Commis- 
sioners’ office, This, and the fact that there 
was talk of Lawler’s having secured hus 
last Congressional election by fraud, made 
him suspicious, and knowing that 
some of the Democrats who 
were for Lawler were against Scales, he im- 
mediately took precautions against possible 
fraud. He had all the ballot-boxes in Mo- 
Inerney’s district brought in to the Election 
Commissioners, and, so far as he was able to 
ascertain, if any fraud had been meditated it 
had also been effectually squelched. 

The fact is that fraud is impossible this 
time. There were too many watchers, Fed- 
eral supervisors, challengers, Republican 
clerks, and judges. The gamblers who were 
not on the inside election night lost heavily. 
They would like nothing better than that 
fraud should be resorted to. It would 
save them. The vague rumors pro- 
ceed from those fellows and the nu- 
merous relatives of Frank Lawler 
who are rather desperate at being disappointed 
in their ambition for office. They would re- 
sort to any extreme measures which would 
give their kinsman a colorable majority, but 
they know there is not the remotest chance to 
do anything in that direction without the cer- 
tainty of detection and punishment. The 
fraud talk therefore may be dismissed. 

The numerous Lawlers admit that Frank is 
defeated. Jonas Hutchinson and his com- 
mittee admit Lawler’s defeat. They say they 
will not be satisfied until the returns are can- 
vassed. They will not be satisfied then. 

Superintendent Marsh, who had the police 
returns added up on the shrievalty question, 
told Ald. Dixon and ex-Fire Marshal Benner 
Wednesday that Lawler was defeated by 
about 1,500 majority. That figure is nearly 
correct.

The Assembling of Commanderies, 

The commanderies and lodges, the Consist- 
ory, and the Grand Lodge began to assemble 
at the rendezvous shortly after 1 o’clock. The 
Englewood and Evanston commanderies 
came in by train from their respective sub- 
urbs, while the other commanderies assem- 
bled at their lodge halls down-town. The 
Consistory and the Grand Lodge assembled at 
the Masonic Hall in the American Express 
building on Monroe street. The sub- 
ordinate lodges met at their lodge halls 
in different parts of the city and 
marched down-town from each of the three 
sides of the city, stopping en route for the 
sister lodges.

A WANTON WASTE OF MONEY FOR LAKE 
FRONT FAIR PURPOSES. 

Last month the Committee on Ways and 
Means made a report to the World’s Fair 
Board of Directors recommending that eighty- 
nine acres of submerged lands be filled and 
piled to be used for Exposition purposes, and 
it pledged itself to raise $800,000 to meet the 
expense. The Board of Directors hastily and 
inconsiderately adopted the recommendations 
of the committee and advertised for bids for 
the piling and filling. When it opened them 
and saw what they came to it got alarmed, re- 
considered its previous action, and decided to 
change the specifications so as to see if the 
work could not be done somewhat more 
cheaply. 
Had not the directors backed water with 
great quickness they would have found them- 
selves in a scrape. The Ways and Means Com- 
mittee has said it will raise $800,000 to cover 
these unnecessary expenses. As yet it has 
raised nothing. So far as known it has not 
shown the color of its money. It may find it 
a hatd job to gather up that much cash. But 
supposing it is not oversanguine im its hopes, 
still the lowest bids for the filling and piling 
amounted to $882,000, or $82,000 in excess of 
what the committee is to raise. 
But the made land in the pond will be use- 
less unless there are means of getting to it 
across the tracks. The plan proposed is to 
construct either five sixty-foot wide viaducts 
or four 100-foot wide ones with north and 
south approaches 320 feet long on each end of 
the viaduct. These viaducts are to have road- 
ways twenty-three feet above the rails of the 
Illinois Central tracks, and it was estimated 
would cost, if there were five narrow ones, 
$425,000, and if there were four wide ones, 
$680,000. Thus the filling, piling, and viaducts 
alone would have cost at least $1,307,000—a 
wanton waste of that much money. 

Had the original ideas of the fillers and 
pilers been carried out the directors would 
have run up a bill something like this:

Is the Directary 80 flush with funds that it 
can afford to throw away $38,000,000 on tem- 
porary and useless work on buildings which 
will have to be torn down when the Fair is 
over? It is true it now is proposed to abandon 
the piling and the forty-five acres it was to 
cover, and to lessen by a seventh the amount 
of filling, which will make a saving of $400,000, 
but still leaves not far from one million of ex- 
pense in filling and viaduct building. But on 
the other hand the table of figures given above 
does not include what it will cost to provide 
water, sewerage, lighting, fencing, and gate- 
waysandto adorn the present Lake-Front 
Park. 

So under any circumstances an attempt to 
use the submerged lands will mean an utter 
throwing away of three mullion dollars—in 
paying for viaducte which will have to be torn 
down the moment the Illinois Central’s tracks 
are removed out to theeastward ; in paying for 
buildings which will all have to be torn down 
when the Fair closes. And with all this waste 
of money there will be no permanent Art 


. Palace to house the artistic and literary col- 


whatever park-making is done in the outer 
harbor should be paid for by the Illinois 
Central when it gets ready to make a fair deal 
with the city. As for the Art Palace it should 
not be a temporary structure but a permanent 
one, and it should be placed west of the tracks 
north of Jackson street, where there is ample 
ground for it. 


| A BAD YEAR TO RAISE DUTIES. 

Mr. Blaine told the Republican members 
of the Ways and Means Committee last winter 
that this was a bad year to raise duties on 
consumers.“ To him the proposition seemed 
aplain one.

Any one ignorant of American legislation 
would conclude, after reading this, that the 
industries of the country had beea unpro- 


bill. He would be surprised to learn that for 
nearly thirty years they had had the benefit of a 
high protective war tariff; that some of the 
high duties levied during the war period had 
been lowered slightly in 1888, and others were 
then raised still higher, and that in 1890 the 
duties on foreign manufactures averaged 
about 50 per cent. Senator Farwell should be 
acquainted with the tariff legislation of the 
United States, and it is surprising to hear him 
speak as Hf American industries had been al- 
lowed to suffer under free trade or something 
like it until McKinley came to their rescue. 

It is true that the last Republican National 
platform did contain a tariff plank,’ and a 
most unstatesmanlike and impolitic plank’ it 
was; but it has been thousands of times re- 
ferred to by the McKinleyites as a justification 
of their bad bill. While Senator Farwell was 
amember of the committee which reported 
that impolitic plank, and is therefore familiar 
with the facts, it may be well to state 
them for the benefit of outsiders. 
While it bears McKinley’s name it 
was not his work. It was gotten up by 
and at the instance of Eastern mill bosses, 
who wanted to commit the party to the carry- 
ing out of their greedy plundering schemes. 
It was pushed strenuously by members of the 
committee from New Jersey, New York, 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, Pennsylvania, 
and other Eastern States, who were under the 
thumb of the mill bosses. It was acquiesced 
in by Western members who were not clear- 
headed, and did not see where it would lead 
them or the ditch into which it would finally 
tumble their party. 

It was rushed through the convention, un- 
printed and undiscussed, with a whoop and a 
hurrah. Had it been made public forty-eight 
hours before it was voted on such a torrent 
of protests would have poured in from every 
part of the West that the convention would 
have remodeled the whole thing. Had it been 
printed and laid on the tables of members for 
twenty-four hours before action was taken it 
would have been amended till the mischief 
was taken out of it. But it was simply bel- 
lowed out by the strong lungs of a stentorian 
reader as partofa long platform, and was 
adopted with the rest of the document, be- 
cause no One but the tricksters understood 
enough about it to offer an amendment on the 
spur of the moment. As no one had seen it 
before it was read for adoption there was no 
opportunity for amendment. 

This plank thus smuggled into the plat- 
form was not the issue in the campaign, 
luckily for the Republicans. The fight was 
made against the Mills bill, its free whisky 
and sugar trust provisions, and its discrimina- 
tions in behalf of Southern and against North- 
ern industries, and on those the Republicans 
won. It may be that Senator Farwell, in the 
speeches which he made during 1888, stood by 
this plank, and declared it was the intention 
of the Republicans to raise the war duties on 
the clothing of the people and other things. 
But if he did other speakers, from the Presi- 
dent down, failed to follow his example. The 
position they took, at least in the West, and 
on which they won was that it was the policy 
of the party to reduce duties when they be- 
came so high that they bred trusts, thereby 
enabling manufacturing combinations to 
limit production, force or keep up prices, and 
get the most out of the consumer while giving 
him the least. 

The passage of the Anti-Trust bill was the 
redemption of a promise. That of the Mc- 
Kinley bill was not. Senator Farwell seems 
to think it was. Itis probably a fulfillment 
of promises made by him. But his party did 
nothing of the kind, and it 1s lucky it did not. 
Had it done so Grover Cleveland would be in 
the White House and Mr. Carlisle would be 
Speaker. The passage of the McKinley bill 
was a violation of promises and expectations 
of the people, and that is why they have just 
been holding stormy and unpleasant inter- 
views with a number of Republican Repre- 
sentatives, and notifying them their services 
will not be needed after the 4th of next 
March. 


THE SPECULATIVE CRAZE. 


an exchange,“ which has been dealing in 
coffee for a few years past, have under con- 
sideration a plan for reviving their drooping 
spirits. They are trying to mature a scheme 
for reopening speculation m raw sugars, the 
field for which they think is much broadened 
by the new Tariff law, that allows a higher 
standard of sugar to come in free after the 
close of next March. Another set of men at 
the East is reported to be making arrange- 
ments to institute a system of speculative 
trading in pig-iron warrants, undeterred by 
the disastrous outcome of that kind of “ busi- 
ness in Great Britain, where the market is 
staggering under the load of some millions of 
tons of material which is but slowly being 
taken hold of by actual consumers. 

All this tends to demoralization, though in- 
tended to help a flagging industry. The men 
who make a living out of commissions to buy 
and sell for speculators have had but thin 
pickings lately. The public has been milked | 
so often in railroad shares that they are now 
looked upon with suspicion, and the oracular 
utterances from Wall street that stocks are 
about to do better, or the reverse, fail to at- 
tract orders. The average speculator has a 
dim conviction that to buy or sell that kind of 
property on the “inside information” fur- 
nished by interested men is but to jein ina 
melancholy procession of contributors to a 
further inflation of the bank accounts of the 
few who “ milk the market in any and every 
possible way. Speculation in oil has dwin- 
died to small proportions since the dis- 
covery that the price changes in that 
article were ly engineered by a few 
Standard magnates, in bucking against 
whom the outsider had no more chance than 
has the investor in Louisiana lottery tickets, 
half the face value of which is set aside for 
the payment of expenses and profita. The 
trading in trust certificates, which a few 
months ago was 80 active as to overshadow 
all the rest, has received even a severer set- 
back, as it contains an additional element of 
uncertainty. The holder of a trust certificate 
is not now sure that his property will not be 
declared absolutely worthless by the skul- 
duggery of the manipulators acting under de- 
cisions of the courts. Hence the brokers 
languish, the value of their memberships is 
reduced, and they find themselves unable to 
pay office expenses out of current receipts 
. year or two ago they were piling up 

mountains high. 

It is open to grave question if the more

THE “TIDAL WAVES” OF 1874 AND 1890. 
The results of the recent election, so far as 
the Congressional vote is concerned, are now 
sufficiently complete to enable us to appre- 
ciate the full extent of the disaster. The fol- 
lowing table shows the complexion of the next 
House as compared with the present one: 
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The above table is complete, with the ex- 
ception of three districts. At this writing the 
Fifth Minnesota has not been returned. The 
Montana district is uncertain. In one of qe 
Rhode Island districts the election failed, as it 
requires a majority to elect. With the excep- 
tion of these districts the next House will 
have a majority of 143, with the prospect 
that two of the three remaining districts will 
go Democratic. In Kansas five Farmers’ 
Alliance candidates have been chosen, four of 
whom are report to be Democrats, and 
these have been ted as such in the above 
totals. Allowing for all possible changes the 
Democrats still will have between 140 and 150 
majority in the Fifty-second Congress, 1 

The only previous disaster to the Republican 
party which can be compared with this is the 
notable tidal wave of 1874, but in instituting 
that comparison it will be seen that the defeat 
of 1874 was almost trifling as compared with 
the present reverse. Gen. Grant carried the 
country in 1872 against Greeley, a mugwump 
Republican, by the largest Electoral vote in 
the Presidential record, except that by which 
Lincoln was elected in 1864. Immense num- 
bers of Democrats refused to vote for Greeley. 
The Congress that was elected with him con- 
sisted of 193 Republicans to 92 Democrats. 
In 1874, owing to public anger at the “salary 
grab and Gen. Grant’s bad appointments in 
some cases, the complexion of the House was 
changed to 100 Republicans and 161 Demo- 
crats. In 1874a Republican majority of 101 
was flopped over to a Democratic majority of 
61. In the recent election, the issue being on 
the indorsement of the McKinley bill, a Re- 
publican majority of 7 has been changed to a 
Democratic majority of 142, which probably 
will be increased to 145 when the returns are 
completed. The Senate, which in 1874 was 
composed of 41 Republicans, 83 Democrats, 
and 2 doubtful, changed in 1878 to 38 Repub- 
licans, 42 Democrats, and 1 Independent. 
That result, however, it is not believed, eqn 
follow the election of 1890. 

Notwithstanding the tidal wave of 1874 a 
Republican President was elected in 1876, for 
the reason that the errors of the Administra- 
tion were corrected. The salary grab law wes 
promptly repealed. If the errors of McKin- 
leyism are corrected and Quayism is squelched 
out the Republicans may triumph in 1892. No 
eure can be effected unless the cause of the 
sickness be removed. 


THE WOMAN’S MEDICAL SCHOOL. 
The suceess of the movement to establish a 
woman’s medical school in connection with 
Johns Hopkins University shows what women 


en do when they set themselves resolutely to 


work. It is less than six months ago that a 
little handful of women met in Baltimore and 
decided to raise a fund of $100,000 to be ten- 
dered to the trustees of Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity, upon condition that it should be used for 
the establishment of a medical ‘school to 
which women should be admitted. As the 
trustees were favorable to the movement the 
women organized committees in New York, 
Boston, Chicago, Philadelphia, and other large 
cities and went to work to raise the money. 
They have succeeded, and a week ago it was 
handed to the trustees, who accepted it on 
the conditions named above. It will be in- 
vested immediately as The Woman's Medi- 
eal School Fund,” and will not be used until 
the income from the investment and added 
subscriptions have raised the amount to 
$500,000. As Mrs. Harrison, the wife of the 
President, is at the head of the movement, 
and it has enlisted the services of a large num- 
ber of wealthy and influential ladies all over 
the country, it need not bedoubted that the 
half million mark will be reached speedily, 
and that this great and advanced school, for 
such the trustees propose to make it, soon vin 
be in complete running order. 

The admissions to this school will not be de- 
pendent upon any prelimmary work in Johns 
Hopkins. On the other hand it is stipulated 
that that preliminary training shall be secured 
in some other institution devoted in whole 
or in part to the education of women or by 
private tuition.” Nor is it intended to sup- 
plant medical schools for women already in 
existence. Its scheme embraces the higher 
medical education, and as such no student will 
be admitted who has not the requisite medioal 
knowledge and experience to pass the exami- 
nation, ‘The school, indeed, will be = 
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tages which now they must seek abroad. For 
such a school the time is ripe. The success of 
women in hospitals and training-schools is in- 
disputable, and trained physicians such as 
this school will turn out cannot tail to prove a 
blessing to their sex. Fortunately the scheme 
is in able hands and will have the advantage

Own of the causes which operated to cause 
the tremendous fevolution in Massachusetts 
was the increased tax on wool. Notwithstand- 
ing the heavy increase in the duties on the 
consumers of woolen goods of all kinds the 
wool factory owners were generally dissatis- 
fied, feeling that the consequent merease in 
the cost of woolen goods would shorten con- 
sumption and cause general discontent among 
the people. F. T. Greenhalge of the Eighth 
District was one of the members who advo- 
cated the additional duties on new wool for 
the sake of the heavy rise in tax on woolen 
goods. When he came home he found great 
dissatisfaction with his course. A letter was 
got up for the manufacturers to sign approv- 
ing of his vote and denying the charge that 
the McKinley tariff on wool would be detri- 
mental to the woolen industry of New En- 
gland. But it did not save him. He was 
elected two years ago by 3,300 majority and 
was defeated last Tuesday by 400 votes—a 
change of 3,700 against him, The mill hands 
in the factories of his district generally voted 
against him, believing, as they did, that the 
woolen schedules of the McKinley bill raising 
the cost of woolen goods on the people were 
unnecessary for protection and wrong on the 
people. The wrath of the voters extended to 
the State ticket and knocked out the Repub- 
lican candidate for Governor of the old Re- 
publican Bay State as follows: Russell, Dem- 
ocrat, 141,746; Brackett, Republican, 131,896; 
Blackmer, Prohibition, 13,831; Russell’s plu- 
rality, 9,850; Brackett’s plurality in 1889, 6,775. 
The next delegation in Congress from Massa- 
chusetts will stand seven Democrats to five 
Republicans, thereby reflecting the popular 
sentiment of that ultra-protection State. The 
McKinley bill was too strong a dose even for 
Massachusetts. 


Ir seems that Gen. Booth’s scheme for abat- 
ing the depth of the shadows in “ Darkest En- 
gland is not so visionary as to lack indorse- 
ment by influential men in that country. He 
has already received several substantial checks 
and a letter which probably affords him far 
more gratification than the amount of cash 
thus far tendered...

The tendency of modern civilization 
to a widening out between the extremes of af- 
fluence and destitution has reached a point in 
the British Isles where it threatens serious 
consequences to the whole fabric unless some- 
thing be done soon towards the amelioration 
of the misery which accompanies the depth of 
poverty and degrades men morally far down 
towards the level of the brute. The occupants 
of the parlor floor have no guarantee for con- 
tinued comfort or even health while they al- 
low a pestilence to rage unchecked in the 
cellar. 


Ir the Chicago Fair Directors once embark 
on the extravagant and unnecessary plan of 
making land east of the Illinois Central tracks 
they will have to go on with it no matter 
what it costs them. If the committee fails in 
raising any money the directors will have to 
foot all the bills out of the Fair funds, and 
will be held responsible for every dollar thus 
wasted. Some of them are beginning to see 
more clearly than they did a few weeks ago 
what that wastage will be. 

The Michigan avenue property-owners have 
declared that they will not consent to the erec- 
tion of any permanent buildings south of Jack- 
son street, while they are perfectly willing to 
have an art palace put up where the Exposi- 
tion Building is now. As the land to be made 
by filling does not extend north of Van Buren 
street, all structures put up on it must be 
temporary and will have to be torn down when 
the Fair is over. Whatever is spent on build- 
ings there will beso much money sunk. It 
may be said further that, irrespective of local- 
ity, the only building which ought to remain 
when the Fair is over is a grand art palace, 
costing over a million dollars. The property- 
owners, the Council, and the citizens general- 
ly will consent to that, and whatever it costs 
to build will not be lost, as the structure will 
stand for the benefit and glory of the city. 


ArTzR many years of “ innocuous desue- 
tude ’’ Sitting Bull makes his advent again as 
a disturber. This time he claims to have seen 
the red man’s Great Spirit in the Shoshone 
Mountains and received from him a revelation 
containing the assurance that the dead In- 
dians and the buffalo shall be restored.

His 
zeal for the mill bosses overleaped itself and 
fell on the other side,

Pants, Nov. 6.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties today, during the debate on the foreign 
estimates, M. Delcasse Of the Right renewed 
the attack onthe African convention with 
England. He advocated an alliance with 
Russia on the ground that the interests of 
France were identical with those of Russia. 

M. Ribot, Minister of Foreign Affairs, de- 
clared that France was peaceably inclined and 
threatened nobody. At the same time it did 
not conceal the faét that it was placing its 
armies in a position in which they 
would be ready for every  emer- 
gency. With reference to the British 
occupation of Egypt, he asked if any one 
could suggest a practical means of obtaining 
the immediate evacuation of the country. 
France, he said, must wait for England to ful- 
fill its promises. Referring to the Newfound- 
land dispute he said the matter was the sub- 
ject of renewed negotiations, which were now 
proceeding as actively as possible.

STRICKEN DOWN IN COURT. 


Lord Chief Justice Coleridge Suddenly 
Taken III. 

Lonpox, Nov. 6.—Much excitement was 
created in the Queen’s Bench Division of the 
High Court of Justice today by the sudden ill- 
ness of Lord Coleridge, Lord Chief Justice of 
England. His Lordship had heard a case in 
his private room, and though he complained 
of feeling ill during the hearing he was able 
to give a decision in the matter. Directly 
afterward he was seized with what was at first 
thought to be a paralytic stroke. The nearest 
doctor was hastily summoned to attend his 
Lordship, Other messengers were dispatched 
to Lord Coleridge's residence, and Lady Cole- 
ridge proceeded instantly to the court to ren- 
der what assistance she could to her stricken 
husband. His Lordship was placed on an im- 
provised couch in an ante-room. Other doc- 
tors were summoned, and it was found the 
sick man was suffering from a severe attack 
of gastritis. He was removed to his home 
late in the afternoon, ‘The doctors tonight 
pronounce his condition as not serious and ex- 
press the hope that he will be able to resume 
work next week.

4 KILLED ON A FAST TRAIN. | 


JUDGE JOHN HIGGINS SHOOTS coL. 
THOMAS B. PRICE, — 


The Shooting Occurred on a Train Going 
Thirty Miles an Hour Near Sedalia, Mo. 
—The Victim ‘a Grandson of Gen. Ster- 
ling Price of Confederate Fame—Lynch- 
‘ing Talked Of—A Rich Man Killed in 
Kansas City—Grand Rapids’ Great Street 
Ball—Northwestern Notes. = 

Sabri, Mo., Nov. 6.—[Special.]—J 

Higgins, Judge of the Pettis County Court, 

shot and fatally wounded Col. Thomas B. 

Price, a rich stock-raiser of Sweet Springs, 

Mos, at 5 o’elock this afternoon. The shoot- 

ing took place on a Missouri Pacific train, 

which was going at the rate of thirty miles an 
hour, and the passengers were terrified almost 

; to a panic by it. Col. Price tried to save him- 

self by a defense with his cane, but the Judge 

fired quickly. Both men had been in Sedalia 
on business and took the 4:30 train for their 


homes. 

Col. Price met Judge u in the parlor 
car and, after chatting a while, the question of 
the Judge’s recent defeat for reuomina- 
tion to the bench came up and was discussed. 
The Judge accused Price of working against 
him and Price indignantly denied the charge. 
The ‘train had just passed Georgetown 
and the discussion had arisen to fever 

The passengers expected trouble, 
but never dreamed the Judge meant 
to do any shooting. The lie was 
passed, and quick as a wink Judge Higgins 
drew his revolver and fired. It is said that 


Col. Price was demonstrative and forced the 


shooting, but this is undecided. The ball 
from Judge Higgins’ weapon entered Col. 
Price’s body in the lower. part of the abdo- 
men, passing through and lodging just under 
the skin near the backbone. 

The passengers were terrified and no at- 
tempt was made to take the weapon away 
from the furious Judge, who stalked up and 
down the aisle of the swiftly-moving train 
like a mad man, the smoking revolve still in 
his hand. Col. Price slipped down onto his 
seat and then on the floor. In five minutes he 
was unconscious and there was only a faint 


pulse. Among the passengers there was no 
ond with the idea of medicine or surgery 
and the unfortunate man remained on 
the car floor, bumping along at the rate of 
thirty miles an hour, until the next town was 
reached. He was taken from the train at 
Houstonia, a small town on the edge of the 

county, where several doctors began work on 
him. 8 was impossible to restore conscious- 
ness, and the pulse became slower. 

He Cannot Survive the Night.

Col. Anderson, in a brief speech, welcomed

This is * * different day from the one 
twenty-three years ago when I sailed away 
from the harbor of New York to report to you 
jn London. 

“Tam delighted to return for the third 
time for a visit to a land and people to whose 
influence and hospitality I am greatly in- 
debted. Although I have been absent so long, 
I am a citizen of the United States, you know, 
and I am glad to feel that I am a citizen of 
this country; but I must go and come when- 
ever and wherever duty calls me. Here I am 
‘again back from the gloom of a country that 
was almost unknown to the one that is the 


glory and light of the world.” 


Mr. Stanley was asked to say something 
about the rear guard troubles and the stand 
the London papers have taken on it since Mr. 
Stanley’s departure from England. 

1 do not wish to say much about it yet, 
and have not read the London papers care- 
fully enough to express an opinion. I do not 
wish to stir the matter up unless I am forced 
to do so. The log-books of the rear guard 
were signed day by day by the officer of the 
day—Barttelot, Barre, or Kingston—while in 
camp, together with the official reports of the 
officers. This is the whole affair as brief ds 
possible and expresses my convictions. I am 
justified by in my censure of the rear 
guard, which was the cause of the attack made 
upon me in the book.“ 

He Replies to the Charges. 

With Mr. Stanley were his wife, who was 
Dorothy Tennant, the English artist; her 
mother, Mrs. Tennant; Hamilton Aide, the 
dramatist, who will act as historian of the 
tour; and Lieut, J. Mounteney Jephson, a 
favorite officer of Stanley. 

Col. Anderson later had a private interview 
with Mr. Stanley, during which reference was 
made to the recent attacks upon Mr. Stanley 
in Maj. Barttelot’s diary and Lieut. Troup’s 
book. Mr. Stanley said Troup had seen fit to 
write a letter to .Barttelot—foolishly enough 
for Troup, in his desire to do Barttelot fair 
play—but very good for Mr. — 

Upon my return from Albert Nyanza in 

“search of the rear column,a distance of 800 
miles, said Mr. Stanley. I got reports at 
Banyala of the condition of the rear column. 
which I had left at Yambuya. wn 
apprehensive as to its safety and had traveled 
back these 800 miles to learn something of the 
splendidly-equipped guard that I had left be- 
hind in charge of Maj. Barttelot with four 
other officers. I heard that the rear column 
was in an awful condition, and when I reached 
Yambuya I found the report confirmed. The 
camp was in a demoralized state, many of the 
men were dead and of all the officers only 
Bonney was left. I was horrified at this state 
of affairs, and wrote at once to the Emin Re- 
lief Commission an account of whatI had 
found at Yambuya. I told them that the rear 
column was wrecked by the irresolution of its 
Officers, the negleet of their promises, and the 
indifferenee to the interests of the expedition. 
All the talk that has recently been made was 

5 ry forth by the remarks I made in the 

etter. 

When I returned to Europe offcourse there 
was an attempt made to get me to modify my 
charges, but Troup in the meanwhile had an- 
nounced the immediate publication of his 
book; and an injunction had been obtained by 
Sir Francis Winton, Secretary of the Emin 
Relief Commission, to prevent its circulation. 
In Troup’s'first book there was a wholesale 
eondemnation of Barttelot, but since the in- 
junction he had time to alter the first part and 
the last part of that book, on account of the 
censure I had made on the rear guard. When 
I got to Zanzibar, one ot the first things I 
found was a letter of sixteen pages from 
Troup. It was a violent abuse of Barttelot 
and an intended vindication of himself. 

Why Troup Was Not Vindicated. 
never answered that letter because it 
needed a personal. interview, as there were 
many questions 1 found it necessary to ask 
him myself covering points which were not 
touched upon in the letter, the principal ques- 

‘tion being why he and others preferred to re- 
main starve in Yambuya instead of mov- 
ing on. I never could get a satisfactory an- 
swer from Bonney, so I hoped to get one from 
Troup. I wanted to know why they preferred 
staying at Lambuya until so many of their 
men died from fever or been killed, 
leaving only Bonney in charge.

Story of Barttelot’s Death, 


Stanley met the newspaper men tonight for 
the first time for the purpose of an interview, 
and the important portions are given here. 
Said Stanley in response to inquiry: 
Barttelot was shot July 19 and I arrived on 
the scene Aug. 17; therefore I did not see the 
deed nor did I witness the causes which led to 
it. The whole and sole 
the violent temper’ of the Major. 
Barttelot had just come from Nyanza 
and was in * where the rear 
guard had camped before. His very presence 
seemed to stir up the nativesincamp. He 
demanded sixty men from the Arab chief as 
couriers, when already had all that 
was necessary. The chief told him that he 
could not give them to him, for they were not 
to os found. He threatened him with report- 
ing his denial and again demanded the men 
and then complained to Bonney. Bonney 
told him he had enough men already, and 
that if he put the fifteen loads of rifles into 
their ha they go ahead and protect 


themselves. 

“That was J 1 He went to the Arab 
chief and beat bim with a cypress stick and 
left him in a horrible condition. 

** Early on the morning of the 19th Barttelot 
was awakened and disturbed by loud singing 
and by beating of drums. He sent his ser- 
geant to find out who made the noise. The 
sergeant reported that hé could not find out 
who was responsible for it. He then sent his 
little boy Soulti, who reported on his return 
that a woman was singing and the men were 
drumming, which is Africans’ custom in 
saluting the risi sun, Barttelot said with 
an oath that he would shoot the first one 
that refused to stop the noise, and suiting 
the action to the word he took down his 
revolver and marched out to find the native 
singers. He found near the chief’s hut a 
woman who was the -ehief’s wife. She was 
singing and the men drumming. He told the 
wonian to stop.and the woman looked at him 
in a defiant way and kept on, for all the 
natives hated him. He then struck her and 
kicked her. She screamed and her husband, 
who was in their hut not five yards away 
cleaning his gun, looked out.of a loop-hole 
and, seeing Barttelot abusing his wife, he put 
his gun through the loop-hole and fired, kill- 
ing Barttelot instantly. The murderer was a 
chief and not a slave, and those men love 
their wives as much as you do here. 

Barttelot Exasperated the Natives. 

It was done in a spasm of anger to pro- 
tect his wife from the officer’s brutal treat- 
ment. From what reports I can obtain he 
made himself very distasteful to the natives. 
He had a habit of standing in.the pathways 
and grinning and making faces at them. He 
had four front teeth that were very promi 
nent, and when he showed these it made the 
natives angry. For these reports I don’t 
rely on Mr. Bonney, for there were 500 people 
who could tell me how the affair happened. 
Both Arab and native chiefs went over it very 
minutely, and although they might be some- 
what prejudiced they to the letter in 
their statements of facts. I warned him 
look out for the Arab chief, and eulogized his 
character as compared with a white man’s 
nature.“ ä

“No,” w quick reply, “I never sai 
any such ‘thing as that nor intimated it. 
There was no immoral action ou the part of 
any of the men as far as known.“ 

“Were the stories about the natives gen- 
erally being treated cruelly true?“ 

“The log-book of the camp signed by 
Barttelot, Jamison, Bonney, and Ward was 
simply one long ‘account of remorseless flog- 
ging and inhumanity. One man had an 
ulcer seven inches in diameter, which was full 
of maggots, caused by a severe beating. 
Barttelot even kicked his little boy Soulti, 
whom he himself said was an interesting 
quaint little boy, and from the injuries of 
which he died. 

„One man todk a piece of raw meat, be- 
cause he was nearly crazed with hunger, and 
ate it. For this he was ordered to receive 300 
lashes. The doctor told Barttelot that if it 
was not stopped it would kill him. 
As soon as the man was able he ran away into 
the bush, but was captured and shot by Bart- 
telot’s orders. Bonney said to me a few days 
ago, ‘I haven’t told you half of the horrors 
that existed in that camp, but it will all come 
out some time. 

Mr. Stanley when he returns to * oo 
may bring an action of libel against Bart- 
telot’s brother in order to sift the matter to 
the bottom so that the world may judge. He 
has Hospical Sergeant Bonney’s diary, but 
will not make it public at present.

this I learned from the best men—Mr. James 
Gelby, since dead, who was considerea the 
best whip of his day, and he made the record

An Erroneous Assertion Disproved. 

Several of my driving incidents have been 
referred to in press accounts of my case, and 
I may as well go into them here, so that the 
public will erstand them better and how 
far they are true. One especially has been 
mentioned which says that I killed a horse 
while driving home against time. It occurred 
in this way: A friend of mine, being 
anxious to celebrate his birthday. and being 
under a close surveillance of the authori- 
ties for rowdy conduct, resolved to cele- 
brate the auspicious day beyond the 
pale of university law. Having got- 
ten together a merry party of pals 
we all hied ourselves unto the old 
Town of Witney, about ten miles from 
Oxford, or a little more—perhaps twelve 
miles.

I was driving behind, and just as I came to 
the top of the hill myself I saw one of the 
Worst accidents that I ever saw hap- 
‘pen while driving. The near side horse 
stumbled on a rolling pebble and fell sideways 
toward the roadside and came down with a 
frightful smash. The concussion was 80 
great as to break (so we found afterward) a 
=, ight out of his backbone some three or 

rinches long. We got down and I rode 
back for a veterinary surgeon, who, though 
unwilling to come at first, eventually did so 
and, after locking very wise, as generally all 
* vets do, he told us nothing, so we left the 
borse there and proceeded to wake up the rest 
of the party, who had fallen asleep in the 
ditch, with the exception of one, who was try- 
ing to arrange a fight with the local cabman, 
and we journeyed onward as best we could. 

His Love for Horses Explained. 

I tell this story. as it was said I killed the 
horse. I can only say here that had I treated 
my fellow-creatures one-half as well as i al- 
ways did my horses they would have precious 
little complaint to make against me. No one 
ever took more interest in or more care of a 
horse than I did, and I always attended to 
their wants before I did to my own. The 

rse is one of man’s best friends and he can 
show his appreciation of this class of dumb 
animals in many ways that do not seem 
to have occurred to him yet.

Since my 
trial I have had letters from men whom 1 
knew as rowdy characters, and friends who 
profess d have been converted and are lead- 
ing a good and holy life, and who give me 
much good counsel and advice.

Vivid Contrast Between Bayard and the 
Present Secretary of State.

No incidents of this kind have marred po 2 
fidence res which Mr. Blaine's inis- 
tration of the State Department enjoys. His has 
been a work of practical accompl ent. He 
found the country on the verge of a war with 
German, and within six months every difference 
had been smoothed out and every principle for 
which this country had been conten was en- 
forced in a treaty. The war in Samoa has ceased 
and a administration has been set up there, 
equitable and satisfactory. In placé of the ab- 
surd treaty of extradition between this country 
and Great Britain. which Mr. Bayard had negotia- 
ted, and which contained only two or three crimes 
in the list of those for which extradition could be 
sought, and which was really intended simply to 
serve Great Britain’s desire to get hold of the 
persons of certain Irish patriots, a treaty of genu- 
ine value has mn secured, ratified, and ex- 
changed. Under this convention ten different 
crimes, all of them ordinary offenses the 
common law of both countries, are uded in 
the list of extraditable offenses. 

Mr. Blaine’s great and helpful plan to draw the 
South American Republics into closer trade rela- 
tions has reached, through the Pan-American 
Congress recently assembled in Washington, a 
stage from which practical 121 — is possi- 
ble. It is not too much to say that future genera- 
tions will regard this remarkable assembly as one 
of tho most civ and beneficent of all inter- 
national conventions. It met, not to tear States 
asunder, but to draw them together; not to par- 
cel out the booty of war, but to adjust the con- 
cerns of peace; not to create animosities, but to 
bring about fraternal conditions. Every one of
